Machinists Generally Obeyed 


, Order to Strike 


EAILEOAD MEN QUIT WORK 


Although They Are Not Involved la 


the Strike as a Rule—Presld ent of the 


V Union Furnishes a Summary of the 
; General Situation j 


• Washington, May 21.—The general 
strike of the employes in the machinery 
and allied trades throughout this coun- 
try to enforce a nine-hour day with an 
Increase of wages to meet the reduc- 
tion in the hours of labor, is in force. 


Approximately 
50,000 
machinists 


throughout the country struck yesterdaj 
for a. nine-hour day, a scale of wage^a 
equal to the present 10-hour per day 
eoalc and other demands. Ths is the 
rough estimate of President O'Connell 
of the International Association of Ma- 
chinists, based on the telegraphic ad- 
vices that have reached him from tha 
machinists' headquarters in the various 
cities. 


The strike thus far has not extended to 


the allied trades, save one or two in- 
stances, as at Scrantoc, Pa., where men 
In a part of the allied trades are out. 
No machinists engaged In government 
work are affected. 
This is due to the 


fact that on such work an eight-hour 
* day scale already prevails. Railroad 
machinists, as a rule, are not Involved 
In the strike, though the men on several 
roada are out. 


The Central Vermont shop machinists 


at St. Albans, Vt., numbering probably j 
200, have struck. 
The Lehigh Valley j 


railroad machinists at Buffalo, Sayre, 
Wilkesbarre and Elmira, are out, ag- 
gregating about 500 all told. Tlie Del- 
aware, Lackawanna and Western men 
at Buffalo, Scranton, Wilkesbarre and 
intermediate points, are out 
The Gulf, 


Colorado and Santa Fe men are also 
out 


The strike order, however, does not 


apply to the railroads generally. 
It is 


explained at headquarters that there ig 
no competition between the railroads 
and the private work and that work 
among the private establishments is to 
be adjusted first 


« "NEW CENTURY CUP" 
Proposed If America'* Cup !• Not 


Open to All Challeugers 


Boston, May 21.—The Advertiser to- 


day prints au editorial advocating a 
"new centuryv cup." 
It guys: "If It 


proves that the America's cup is merely 
a trophy owned and controlled by a few 
individuals, and is no longer an interna- 
tional challenge cup, why would it not 
be advisable to begin this new cen- 
tury of yachting with a new series of 
international cup races. It look now 
as if the America's cup had ceased to 
Lave any honorable value as a trophy." 


The proposal is for a "world's chal- 


lenge cup," which, The Advertiser says, 
might be raced for in a regatta "not 
Bimply a duel between two yachts, but 
rather like the race at which the Ameri- 
ca's cup was originally won. The re- 
gatta'might include not merely two, but 
probably 20 or 30 of the fastest yachts 
in the civilized world." 
Tbe article 


adds, "and the best course for it would 
be off the north shore, the best yachting 
course in the world." 


May Be Finished In Two Weeks 
Boston, May 21.—The yacht Indepen- 


dence is taking her finishing touches. 
The interior requires some work yet. 
The color of the hull will probably re- 
main a dull gru.r. 
It is expected that 


the yacht will be ready to sail in about 
two weeks. 


The situation was summarized by 


President O'Connell in the 
following 


statement: "We are demanding a niiie- 
,hour day universally throughout the 
trade, with an increase of wages suffi- 
cient to overcome the loss of the hour in 
time; regulation of the apprenticeship 
system, and the number that shall be 
employed in accordance with the num- 
ber of journeymen machinists em- 
ployed; agreements as to arbitration of 
all disputes that may arise in the future; 
the right of the machinists to be repre- 
sented by a committee, and agreements 
that there shall be absolutely no die- 
crimination against machinists because 
of their membership in the union. 


"From the present indications and the 


statements issuing from the headquar- 
ters at various points, the orders are 
being generally obeyed and in larger 
numbers than was anticipated. 
In 


certain cases, where only a few hundred 
men were expected to be involved, the 
Indications are that the number will 
be increased 50 percent. The number ol 
firms signiqg indicates that in localities 
where the agreements are being made 
the strike will not last over a few days. 
In other localities, where a larger num- 
ber of men are being involved, I look 
forward to an adjustment being reached 
within the present week." 


Following is a statement of the num- 


ber of men out at important points! 
Hartford, 1000; Ansonia and Derby, 
Conn., 500; Hamilton, 0., 1000; Buffalo. 
1200; Scranton, 2300; Cincinnati, com- 
pletely tied up, and 3000 men out; Con- 
norsville, Ind., 200; Palestine, Tex., 200;

In Struggle For Possession of a 


volver Which He Had Threatened 
to Use After He Had Enticed the 
Woman to His Room 


Washington, May 21.—The mystery 


attending the killing of James Seymour 
Ayres, a census oilice clerk, in the Ken- 
more hotel early last Wednesday morn- 
ing, and which, because of the peculiai 
circumstances surrounding, has aroused 
Washington more than acy tragedy in 
several years, was solved yesterday by 
a voluntary confession from Mrs. Lulu 
I. Bonine, a married woman and a guest 
at the house, that three shots which 
ended Ayres life had been fired in a 
struggle between Ayres and herself. 
Mrs. Bonine is the wife of a drummer 
for a wholesale drug house of Chicago. 


Mrs. Bonlne's confession was entirely 


voluntary. 
She said that she had been 


enticed to Ayres' room and was alone 
with him when the killing took place, 
and that the shooting was the result of 
his own misconduct 
She stated that 


Ayres had drawn the pistol 
upon 


her for the purpose of making her re- 
spond to an improper proposal, which 
he had made to her. 
She Immediately 


grasped the revolver, and In the strug- 
gle which ensued it was discharged 
three times, striking the man at each 
discharge, the last shot proving fatal. 


Mrs. Bouine says that after the shoot- 


ing she passed through the window of 
Ayres' room onto and down the fire es- 
cape ladder and, entering the parlor 
window of the second floor, passed 
through the parlor and back up the stair- 
way of the hotel to her own room on the 
fourth floor. She then -washed her 
hands, undressed and retired. 


Mrs. Bonine was entirely self-pos- 


eessed when she made her .confession, 
and did not exhibit any evidence of 
either present of post unusual excite- 
ment 
She is apparently about 32 years 


of age and says she was born in Mason, 
Mo. 
She says that it was at her hus- 


band's solicitation that she learned to 
practice with a revolver, and that he had i 
made the suggestion that she should 
learn the art of self-defense against 
possible .assault. 
She said she had 


twice in her life fired revolvers to frigh- 
ten burglars, and that she bad brought 
a bull-dog revolver with her to Wash- 
ington, but had given it away to a ne- 
gro man. 


After she had concluded her state- 


ment the woman was placed under ar- 
rest and sent to the house of detention. 


The tragedy which resulted in Ayres' 


death was discovered first about 8:30 
o'clock last Wednesday morning when 
his dead body was discovered in his 
room at the Kenmore, a small family 
hotel, situated not far from the Capitol. 


The dead man's full name was James 


Seymour Ayres. 
He was between 20 


and 31 years of age, and lived in Port 
A'^m, Mich., before coming »o Wash- 
ington as a clerk in the census office. 
His father is a man of some standing in 
Republican state politics in Michigan. 


An examination 
of Ayres' body 


showed that he had been shot three 
times, one ball entering the left leg, an- 
other the left arm and the third -pene- 
trating the heart and causing death. 
Suicide was the first theory advanced, 
but statements from two witnesses that 
on the night of the murder they had 
seen a woman descending the fire escape 
leading from in front of Ayres' room at 
the hotel, and disappear into the par- 
lor of the house, ended this theory, and 
the killing quickly developed into a 
mysterious and sensational affair that 
balHed the police until yesterday. 


The police were hampered in their ef- 


forts to find the party who did the kill- 
ing from the fact that it was eight 
hours after the crime was committed 
before it was reported to them. 
The 


whole detective force was put to work 
on the case, and gradually facts were 
developed which pointed to Mrs. Bonine 
as a guest of the hotel with whom Ayrcs 
had been on very friendly terms, and 
with whom he had & failing out

By this time Mrs. 


NIckersoa had reached the top of the 
stairs, and she screamed, and then 
turned to run. Blood discharged a bul- 
let, which struck her in the back. The 
man then put the revolver to his mouth 
and fired.

officials and guests. ' Behind them came 
tbe concessionaires from the Midway. 
Western Indians, mingled with the 
children ef tKe tropics, the Orient and 
the Mediterranean, in native costume 
and borne m artistic floats, gave tbe pro- 
cession its truest touch of color. Fif- 
teen bands furnished tbe music for this 
section of the parade. 


The entry of the procession to the ex- 


position grounds was a 'magnificent 
spectacle.

DEVITALIZING HELIG1ON 


Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst preached 


B, sermon on "Regeneration" in the 
Madison avenue, New York, Presby- 
terian church Butiday in which he 
told some searching truth that may 
well be considered in these days of 
hasty recasting of creeds, confessions 
and covenants. Dr. Parkhurst said: 


"It Is sadly to the misfortune of the 


church, and of the average Christian 
that we lack the courage, mental and 
moral, actually to espouse the truths 
to which with our lips we make com- 
mittal; that we are afraid 
of and 


shrink away from the articles of our 
o-jra creed— by which I do not mean 
the creed of our church, but our own 
professed 
individual creed. 
We are 


continually contracting- the distinctly 
stated verities of the Bible to the easy 
grasp of our minds and the listless 
powers of our spirits , instead of re- 
quiring tof mind and spirit that they 
allow 
themselves to expand to the 


scope of the stated verities. 


"Paul tells us that he and God were 


BO mixed that he couldn't tell who 
was who. Now we are continually 
reading the passage in. Galatians 
where that statement of his or.cura, 
arW. read it without taking exception 
to it And yet when we look down inito 
the mysterious depths of what his ex- 
pression really discloses and claims 
•we are frightened by it, and either 
run away from it panic-stricken or 
begin to work it down into some form 
bf ethical commonplace, 


"In other words, the church is oper- 


ating inl a way to devitalize its own 
religion, and is putting upon such 
Statements as that in our text a con- 
struction that is purely Pickwickian. 
The tendency is to humanize the di- 
vine, instead of deifying the human, 
to reduce the miraculous to the grade 
of what is happer/mg every day. That 
is what pure intellectualism does." 


And it Is for the sake of this pura 


intellectualism. that so much of what 
is called liberalizing is in these days per 
petuated. Soon, the reverent believer 
•will find all belief legislated out of ex- 
istence in an attempt to capiture far 
the 
church 
membership, 
the few 


who are posing in flippant conceit or 
learned igrJarance and are quite suc- 
cessfully palming themselves off as 
leaders and teachers of men. So far 
as these persons themselves are con-< 
cerned they are just as well off out- 
Bide of the church as in,Jt—they are 
•offering from a malady that is quite 
incurable—and so far as the church is 
concerned she would be far better ofE 
not to stoop so low to conquer so little. 
A rail-splitter is to be preferred to a 
hair-splitter any day 
In 
the year. 


There Is an honest, rugged p'ower in 
the one that fits him to do something 
while the chief end in life of the other 
is to refine thir.ga out of being. The 
one Is an addition, the other is a di- 
lution, no matter into what he may 
go, church or political organization.

The board 'of trade officials In their 


arrangements for their event tonight 
quite faithfully illustrate the shabby 
treatment to which the press of North 
Adams is often subjected. There Is to 
be a little spread at the hoard of trade 
event, preceding the addresses by Gen- 
eral Barber and others. The whole 
thing Is exclusive to- members of the 
board and their wives and tickets are 
not for sale to anyone who Is not a 
member. So far so. good. 


But, 
the local press was Informed 


this morning that aio invitations would 
be issued to its representatives or to 
local 
men 
representing out-of-town 


Journals. As no tickets are to be Ob- 
tained for love or money thig puts the 
newspapermen in uncomfortable posi- 
tions. It is true that the board of 
trade will permit newspapermen to 
join its company when! the speaking 
begins, but few self-respecting news- 
paper men care to hang round any- 
body's doors for the clatter of disap- 
pearing- dishes as a signal to enter. 


Had the board of trade Invited the 


newspapermen on condition that thny 
would not eat and thus save the board 
some esr>ense—which has before been 
done by others—th& newspaper men 
would have been satisfied. Newspaper 
men are accsutomed to snubs and this 
arrangement would not have been too 
much for them to put UD with in the 
interest of their duties to the public. 
It is probably unnecessary to say that 
newspaper men are not going- without 
eating waiting for somebody to have a 
banquet at which they may fill their 
stomachs. Some of the members of the

tee have been taught that lesson.

annonymous invitation to the news-

that newspaper men were ready to be 
the guests at the well- spread table of 
any man whether known to them or 
not and without regard to what obli- 
:ations the acceptance of such an in- 
vitation would imply. 


Newspaper men have not time to ac- 


cept half of the invitations that are 
extended to them. Very often 
their 


presence is not needed at an event to 
obtain an adequate story of it and re- 
porters are seldom or never found at 
such events. But at events where men 
of some note appear and speak the 
press feel that it is but a slight return 
:or unlimited favors to be permitted 
o have representatives 
present 
so 


:hat the association or society and 
the public may: be 
properly 
served. 


'When a sense of impropriety and in- 
delicacy, such as is now exhibited by 
he board of tra.de, denies tSal slight 
courtesy— which, to the newspaper 
man's deep humiliation, is quite often 
exhibited—the press is made to 
feel 


that it is first to be used and then to 
>e abused. 
It is all too true that managers Of 


many events ride the newspapers to 
death for free advertising 
and as a 


reward for the costly favors they re- 
ceive snub the reporter as if he were 
a trams. 


However, we suspect 
that 
every 


newspaper man in the city will get a 
supper tonight in spite of the dis- 
courtesy of the board of trade officials, 
and we venture to predict that the 
papers tomorrow will contain a 
fair 


report of the board of trade event. IE 
there is one thing a newspaper 
man 


has to learn it is to pocket all insults 
and do his duty as if every man ac- 
corded him the standing of a respec- 
.able citizen.

way of building on the summit this 
year, it is quite probable that nexf 
season will see the erection t>f a stone 
building there, which will provide the 
much needed accommodallonfe to com- 
plete the attractiveness ,of the summit 
as a resort. 


Such a building will have to be put 


up by the state under the direction oj 
tho Greylcck commissioners, and will 
call for a special appropriation from 
the legislature. Cor which petition will 
be made at the next legislature. That 
the commissioners expect that therd 
will be little doubt about the granting 
of this is shown in the fact that Super1 


IntfnderJt Bauer has been instructed 
to begin the work of getting the stone 
ready during the coming season. 


Plans for the proposed building havo 


been drawn by a Pittsfield architect, 
and are now in the hands of Dr. John 
Bascom of WilHamstowrJ, one of the 
commissioners. They call lor a two 
story stone structure, which will hard 
ly be a hotel In the accepted sense of 
the word, but will be practically a 
pavillion and hotel c'omblned. 
There 


will be eight sleeping rooms 
on the 


second floor, and the first flocr will be 
Occupied by a large reception room 
with a huga fireplace, a. comfort-able 
dining room and all needful kitchen 
arrangements. 


The house will be entirely surround- 


ed by a broad piazza, which will be 
enclosed in glass, and altogether the 
building if put up according to the 
plans will lie a most suitable one for 
the purpose. 


The idea is to have it built of the 


rock of the mounain itself, so that it 
will harmonize with Its location, for 
the lack cf which the Mount Tom pa- 
vilion has been much criticised. The 
stone conlstruction will also make the 
building :ree from danger of fire, and 
will In eveiy way be the most suitable 
that could be desired. 


The location chosen for the building 


Is net on the site of the present house, 
but further east, on what is called 
"East beach." 
It is on the south- 


east side of the summit, bverlooki'ig 
the Adams valley, and in plain sight 
from the Bustori & Albany road below 
It will be near the tower, and an ex- 
cellent location. 


The hope 'of every lover of the moun 


tain will be that the building may bc- 
erectei] in time for next season. 


Mr. Bauer is anxious to hasten the 


work of road repairs, and says that he 
has work for at least a dtizen more 
men at once. The roads are ntaw in 
pretty good shape, the repairs hav- 
ing been completed to near the sum- 
mit. It Is prt>bable that an engine wil1 
be put at the summit later for the 
purpose of drawing up water, when 
the new building is put up. 


Mr. Bauer plans to have two or 


three tents to rent to those who wish 
them this year, and a large, field glass 
has been secured for the summit.

New Law by Legislature. Eight Miles 


an Hour in This City 


The present legislature has passed a 


statute which 
was 
Inspired 
verr 


largely by the rapidly Increasing num- 
ber of automobiles, motor-cycles, etc., 
In use In the cities of the state, which 
is as follows: 


Section 1. A city or town may 
by 


ordinance or by law prohibit persons 
from, riding or propelling or causing 
to be propelled, vehicles other than 
those propelled, or drawn by horses 
or persons, upon any of the streets or 
ways therein, at a rate of speed which 
It deems inconsistent with public safe 
ty or convenience ,and may by orrti 
nance or by-law prescribe penalties for 
violation of such ordinances or 
by- 


laws, not exceeding $100 fine or 
10 


days' Imprisonment, or by both 
suc'i 


fine mprisonmentt for any one offense. 


Section 2. Any 
person 
violating 


such ordinances Or by-laws may 
te 


apprehended and punished accordine 
to the terms thereof, in the same man- 
ner now provided by law for the ap- 
prehension and punishment of per- 
sons violating: and ordinances or oy- 
laws of cities and towns. 


In this city the ordinance on strefils 


limits the rate of speed at which any 
such vehicle may be propelled or horsp 
driven to eight miles an hour.

Their Favorite TVenpoa. 


"I noties in pictures of frattier desper- 


pdocs," said a citizen who lived in the 
ivest nt the time it was wild and woolly, 
'tbnt they arc always represented as car- 
rying enormous revolvers in holsters 
slung to the left hip. That is a mistake. 
The cowboys down in the grazing country 
affected that kind of a weapon and would 
catch cold if they dida't have ons oa, but 
in the mining regions, where life was con- 
siderably moie strenuous and the typical 
frontier desperado was to be found in full 
bloom, 'big gnus' were not fashionable. 
The professional bad man preferred some- 
thiug small and compact that he could ! 
stov away in odd places and produce un- 
expectedly in au argument, 


"The arm that was most generally car- 


ried by that class was a squat, ugly 4n 
caliber 'bulldog' revolver innde some- 
where in England and imported express- 
ly for the western trade. I don't remem- 
ber ever seeing one anytvlii-ro else. 
It 


had five chambers and an inch and a half 
barrel, and, while it was indescribably 
clumsy and uncouth in appearance, it 
was really a very handy and formidable 
machine. 
The barrel was so short it 


could be carried almost anywhere with- 
out attracting attention, and a favorite 
trick was to slip it into the coat sleeve, 
something that enabled a noted gambler 
named Bill Westfall to kill a rival ruf- 
fian at Gunnibon in -1SS4. The men met 
in a bar, and Westfall, apparently un- 
armed, was carelessly holding the lapels 
of his coat. A few words passed when 
suddenly his right hand dropped, a 'bull- 
dog' fell into his palm, and lie shot the 
other man dead. 


"Another pet scheme was to stuff the

When the bad man wanted to bring it 
into action, he would fumble carelessly 
with his waistband, and hia vis-a-vis gen- 
erally woke up to the situation with a 
chunk of hot lead in his vitals. 


"The plnn of cutting a hole in the pock- 


et of an alpaca coat was the invention of 
an Arizona 'killer' named Norton. 
The 


loose, light garment would show plainly 
that there was no weapon concealed 
about it, and when Norton had his hands 
in the pockets he was supposed to be 
haimless, but the hole enabled him at 
any time to roach down into his trousers 
and quietly Mig up' a 'nulldog' which he 
carried v,\tb his loose cliange. This ma- 
neuver enabled him to send several of hi3 
cncrcics to tho happy huntiup grounds, 
but the secret finally leaked out, and aft- 
er that the alpaca coat was regarded as a 
si en of war.

LAYING MEXICO'S SOLDIERS. 


TVhcn the Private's 
TTJITII Comes, 


There Is Lltlle Silver "Left. 


"Things hare greatly improved for the 


private soldier in the Mexican army of 
kite," said a resident of Xeiv Orleans ' 
irliosc business takes him frequently , 
Into the sister republic, "but only a few i 
rears ago he hnd :i pretty rough time of I 
St, aud as for his pay—well, I'll tell you 
a little s^ory that covers the ground fair- 
ly we'i!. Oc one occasion I spent several 
months in a small town in the northern 
part of the country where a" regiment of 
infantry was temporarily in barracks. 
Of course I got well acquainted with all 
the officers from the colonel down and 
found them, without exception, royal 
good fellows. But the poor soldiers were 
us tough lookiuj a lot of scarecrows ns I 
e^er laid eyes ou. Tlioir uniforms were 
in rags and tatters, half of them were 
barefooted, and tho other half had no 
hats, while their arms and accouterments 
were in a condition to match. 


''The paymaster used to get around 


about every two months, and his arrival 
would be a signal for great excitement 
at the ban-acks. 
He did his business, 


however, entirely with the colonel and 
after inspecting the rolls would place a 
cnrtain «=um of money in that dignitary's 
hands, dine furmally wiih the whole etaff 
and take tis departure. 
Nest day the 


colonel would call m the captains of the 
several companies and give each of them 
a bag of dollars. The captains would 
thereupon summon the lieutenants, who, 
in turn, would send for the sergeants, 
and thus the money would glide down tha 
line until it finally rer.clicd the corporals, 
who did the actual paying off of the men. 


"How it happened I don't undertake to 


say, but with ench transfer the cash in- 
variably suffot'cd a shrinknge. Perhaps 
it was duo to abrasioii. 
Anyhow, not 


more than n third ever rrached the rank 
and file. Thru would have been bad 
enough, but in this regiment there was 
also a cu '^j^ ebb tide, so to sponk, that 
swept a pjud deal of the mouey back 
through thu original channel of distribu- 
tion. 
The whole crowd, from privnte 


to commander, wore invotcratc poker 
players, and by a. mysterious freak of 
fate their ability was in almost exact 
ratio to their rank—the old colonel being 
acknowledged champion of the deport- 
ment. 


"After pay day thcro wn*? always a 


grand poker orgy, in which the noncom- 
missioned olScci'a I'.iuiilly dinned out the 
privates. Then a few lieutenants would 
swoop down and wind up the 'uoncoms,' 
to get looted themselves by thoir cap- 
tains, who invariably foil victims to the 
superior sl.iil of the colonel. The result 
wns that the unfortunate private never

It ia not generally known that John 


D. Rockefeller, the elder, has made his 
charitably inclined son his representa- 
tive in matters pertaining to philan- 
thropy, and this fact encourages the 
promoters of the southern educational 
movement to hope great things of the 
young man. That he is known to be of 
a strongly religious and philanthropic 
turn and that he will one day Inherit 
tbe bulk of his father's many millions 
are the source of strong confidence in 
bis generosity in the present movement 


The party with which young Rocke- 


feller went south was one headed by 
Robert C. Ogden, who for 35 years has 
beea interested in education in tbe 
south. The avowed purpose of tbe trip 
was to launch an educational move- 
ment bigger than any ever before at- 
tempted. Besides setting the machin- 
ery of this movement In motion, two 
other main objects were sought—tbe 
co-operation of leading southern men 
In the movement and information as to 
•where help could be most profitably 
bestowed. 


A party representing greater Inter- 


ests was rarely ever assembled for 
such a purpose. 
Representatives of 


the great churches, educators of world- 
wide renown and men of millions were 
chosen. 
Among those included were 


Bishops Potter, McViekar and Doane, 
Beth Low, Lyman Abbott, Dr. Cbarles 
H. Parkhurst,- "William H. Baldwin, 
Jr., who for ten years nas been active 
In educational work ic the south; Dr. 
Francis G.Peabody of Harvard; Qsorge 
Foster Peabody, banker; John Crosby 
Brown, banker; \V. D. Barlow, banker; 
Dr. Truman J. Backus, president Ptick- 
er institute; Dr. James M.icAllidter, 
president Drexel Institute; Dr. Jolin 
Meigs, Dr. William Jay Scbieffelin, Dr. 
Albert Shaw, Walter H. Page, F. W. 
Doubleday, and many others. Blsbop 
Potter and Seth Low found at the last 
moment they could not go, but promis- 
ed their strongest co-operation. 


Mr. Ogden provided a special train 


for tbe party of 75. The train was an 
elegant one, Including a special dining 
car. Not a detail was overlooked. Tbe 
points visited were Hampton institute 
at Old Point Comfort, Va.; Greensboro, 
N. C.; Winstou-Salem, N. C.; Atlanta, 
Ga., 
and Tuskegee, Ala. 


At Winstou-Salem occurred tbe prin- 


cipal event of tbe trip. 
DTere tbe 


Southern Educational conference was 
held, and here the working plan was 
formed by which it is hoped tbe entire 
educational system of the south may 
be revolutionized. Foremost educators 
of all parts of the south were at the 
conference, wbich lasted tbree days. 
Robert C. Ogden presided, and Dr. A. 
B. Hunter of Raleigh was secretary. 


The plan as finally launched marked 


a radical departure from all former 
schemes for education In the south. 
For the first time In history northern 
men aud southern men joined In a 
movement for universal education iu 
the soutb. 


Tbo problem was discussed with 


great frankness by men of both sec- 
tions. 
All agreed that tbe only solu- 


tion of the negro question was tbo 
education of the illiterate whites of tbe 
south. Tbe lessou of 40 years' effort 
to educate tbe negro and tbe spending 
of nearly $100,000,000 
by 
northern 


philanthropists was declared to be that 
the work could not be accomplished 
unless the Ignorant whites are educat- 
ed tco. The northern men present A:- 
clarcd that this tremeuoous task could 


never be performed without tbe co- 
operation of the south. All the billions 
that northern men might spend would 
be wasted If the south were hostile. 
There wns not a dissenting voidc. The 
plan is: 


First.—To wage a campaign through- 


out the couth for universal free schools 
so as to force legislatures to make blg- 
pt-r appropriations and to create a sen- 
timent among tbe people xvhlch will 
do m nnd schools. 


Second.—The liberal use of millions 


given by philanthropic northerners In 
building UP ta&&trjal_BcJigels on4 In- 


stitutions of higher learning. 


If expectations aye realized, snms ei- 


ceedlng any former gifts to southern 
education will be made by men of mil- 
lions to carry out the latter feature of 
the plan. There is the highest author- 
ity for saying that the movement has 
assurances from possessors of great 
fortunes that the money will be forth- 
coming to carry out the vast plans just 
formed. 


The first work will be a campaign to 


be carried oa by tiie permanent board 
of seven men provided for at the Win- 
ston Salem meeting. 
Robert C. Og- 


den, who was elected chairman of the 
board, will name the seven mem- 
bers. He will select the ablest men in 
the south who will consent to serve. 
The first work of the hoard will be the 
sending oat broadcast of literature and 
missionaries to arouse the sentiment of 
every county • in the south for free 
schools. The board will be tbe chan- 
nel through wbicb funds intended for 
southern colleges will pass. 


The aim is to centralize the entire 


educational movement in the soutb, 
aside from state public schools, in this 
board,.back of wbicb will be tbe most 
powerful influences and the ablest 
thought of both north and south. The 
hope of the projectors Is to establish 
first class free schools in every county 
in the soutb and to strengthen and en- 
large the existing colleges and univer- 
sities of the .south, which are doing 
good work. Particular stress will be 
laid on Industrial and normal training 
—the industrial to supply trained work- 
ers to develop the south's resources 
and the normal to supply the needed 
teacbers.

A. abort while ago Professor de Sumi- 


chrast wrote a letter to the Boston' Her- 
ald In which he criticised M. Edmond 
Rostand and his plays very severely. 
He wrote that "L'Aiglon" was one of 
the poorest plays of which a dramatist 
could be guilty and, in the minds of 
good judges, did not hold the interest 
of the reader or spectator; that It bad 
no character In It that might be called 
truly great and depended largely on 
purely sentimental Interest. "To speak 
of Shakespeare," concluded the letter, 
"In connection with the young French 
dramatist Is almost—pardon my saying 
so—profanation. I can remember Mae- 
terlinck being balled as the Belgian 
Shakespeare." 


Recently when Mme. Bernhardt was 


asked to give a reading before the al- 
liance she flatly declined. Later Pro- 
fessor de Sumichrast in an Interview 
said that be had not himself seen Mme.' 
Bernhardt and that her refusal to ac- 
cept the Invitation of the alliance made 
no difference. When Mme. Bernhardt 
was seen the other day at the Ven- 
dome, she WES very angry and express- 
ed' her opinion of Professor de Sumi- 
chrast in very emphatic and quite un- 
mistakable terms, says the New York 
Herald. 
Asked If she would make a 


statement In regard to the matter, she 
wrote and signed the following: 


M. de Sumichrast is perfectly right when h»

Qowcrer, I esid to 1L Despradels, 
who Is a Frenchman, speaking with some ve- 
hemence, "It is true that I am angry with M. de 
SumicliroEt, who ia, I am told, a Pollsh-Greek-Ar- 
menian-Hungirlan. naturalized as an English- 
man."

SINKING SHAl) POLES. 


Tbe Old AVar* and a Peculiarly Mod- 


ern Dp to Date Method. 


The manner in which fishermen 


about New York harbor slnfc shad 
poles depends more or less on the bot- 
tom. If It was of mud, 10 or 12 feet 
deep, the pole would be forced through 
the mud, but not driven into tbe hard 
bottom below. If the mud was only 
a foot or two or three deep, overlying 
a hard bottom, tben the pole would be 
gunk some feet into the hard bottom 
to give it a secure hold. 


The old way of sinking new poles 


through mud is to set the point of the 
pole in place and tben lash across It 
above the water a crosspiece upon 
which two men stand, one on either 
side of the pole. 
Their weight and 


their surging down on the crosspiece 
carry tbe pole gradually down through 
the mud to the sandy bottom below. 
Into the hard bottom tbe pole is driven 
with beetles. 


By the up to date -way there is em- 


ployed nowadays in setting shad poles 
in a hard bottom the Same menus that 
the dock builder uses In setting iron 
piles, says the New York Sun. A bole 
is bored in the sandy bottom with a 
stream of water forced down from the 
surface. By this hydraulic system the 
work can be done In much less time 
than it takes to drive the poles with 
beetles.

Dr. J. H. Choquette who is In atten- 


dance on the two small pox cases at 
Adams reports both patients as get- 
ting along well and hopes that there 
will be a speedy recovery. The board

A noted authority on the 
disease, 


says the spread of 
smallpox in all 


parts of the world shows that con- 
ditions of soil or climate exert no in- 
fluence over the disease. Both m-i'es 
and females are equally liable to it, 
aril age does not make any difference. 
The susceptibility to smallpox is re- 
moved by vaccination, but frequently 
reapears to a greater or lesser degree 
in a variable period of time. 


The contagium emitted by a patient 


is most intense in his immediate vi- 
cinity, but may be transmitted souis 
distance by the atmosphere. The dis- 
ease is doubless infectious in all stages 
but most so during the suppurative 
and desicative stages. The irJfecting 
germs become attached to all objects 
in the immediate vicinity of the pa- 
tient and cling to them for a variable 
length of time. Objects with a rough 
shaggy 
surface, such 
as 
blankets, 


woolen clothing, etc., retain the gcrma 
longer than smooth objects, hut if ex- 
posed to ths air and sun the cran- 
tagium will soon be destroyed. 


The coritagium enters the system by 


corning in contact with the person af- 
fected with the disease or with the 
scabs of scales from him, Or by "oreatb 
ing the infected atmosphere. "When a 
person is affected with the disease it 
usually shows 
itself in about eighi 


days. The first signsi are usually se- 
vere chills, then high fever. During 
this time the skin is hot and some- 
times' dry. The temperature rises and 
prostration 
follows. 
The 
lips and 


tongue become parched and dry, and 
there is a loss of appetite. 
Constipa- 


tion is aiso common. The tongue is 
g-enerally covered wltb a. thick yellow- 
ish covering and the breath is heavy 
and offensive. The true eruption gen- 
erally makes its appearance in three 
days after the chills commence. This 
almost always appears first on the 
forehead and temples near the edge 
of the hair, and 'on the wrists. Fre- 
quently, however, it may be seen on 
the upper lip or near the mouth. It 
spreads rapidly, and shows a 
pref- 


erence for the parts of body exposed to 
the atmosphere. 


On the third day of the eruption the 


lesions will be found to contain a. little 
clear serum and this soon transforms 
into cloudy, milky contents. When the 
pustules begin to ooze and drying com 
mences the stench is often unbearable, 
and it is at this time that the chief 
source 'of danger occurs. 


It will be seen, therefore, that thd 


danger of infection is confined to com- 
ing in contact with the person afflict- 
ed with the disease or with the scales, 
etc., 
from the body of a person so 


afflicted, or by being in 
a. 
confined 


room in which a person afflicted hag 
contaminated the air. A person who 
ha? the disease may be out and around 
in the early stages and may communi- 
cate it to others, but the chances of 
communicating it are 
comparatively 


small at this stage.

concerned, 


than the average private plant doe.i 
not seem to be demonstrated as ye^ 
But there is one advantage
